ASK FOR LOYALTY TEST 


Governor Tells Wisconsin Sol- 


diers He Will Not Call a 


Special Election 


Determined to put the state's loy- 


alty to a test, tho Wisconsin Loyalty 
Legion 
has 
officially 
appointed ex- 


Senator A. W. Sanborn, Ashland, to 
prepare a bill providing for a non- 
purtisan state election. 


It is proposed to secure action on 


the measure at the special session of 
the leigslature to be called by Gov. 
K. L. Philipp upon his return from 
Waco, Tex. 


Tlie fact that the Legion will pro- 


pose the suspension of the 
present 


primary election law'for the duration 
of the war, it is predicted, may result 
in a long drawn-out tight that will 
make futiie plans for a short session. 


One of the suggestions of the Loy- 


alty Legion, it is understood, is the ap- 
plication of the non-partisan law, now 
effective in all cities, to state and na- 
tional elections. 


Gov. K. L. Philipp, in an address to 


the Wisconsin soldiers at Waco, stat- 
ed emphatically that he would, under 
no circumstances call a special elec- 
tion to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Senator Taul O. Husting. 


If loyalty could be made the issue 


and the election confined to two candi- 
dates, Governor Philipp declared he 
would be perfectly willing to take a 
chance by submitting the matter to 
the people. 


"But," he said, "you may rest as- 


sured there is no niari in Wisconsin so 
stupid sis to run on a disloyalty plat- 
•form—they will all claim loyalty." 
......Tjbke .governor, in hia.,address vehe- 
mently declared that Wisconsin is-at 
the top in loyalty and that La Fol- 
lette's reputed attitude misrepresents 
the state. 


Saying that Senator La Follette has 


already made the issue one of taxes 
or war financing by his demand that 
the cost of the war be carried by the 
profiteers rather than the poor pe(»ple, 
the governor said: 


"There is no' denying the fact our 


system of financing the war needs re- 
vision, and until congress' makes this 
revision and leaves less room for the 
complaint that the poor people are vic- 
tims of oppression, I do not propose to 
call an election in which the issue of 
loynlty would be given a twist. 


"I do not propose to call an election 


•and lose it on the war tax and have it 
go out as a defeat for loyalty in Wis- 
consin." 


DENIES GERMANY'S STOKY

of Labor which comprises all the trade 
unions in the state. 


Mr. Brockhausen 
was born 
in the 


city of Frcdericia, Denmark, May 20, 
1858. He' received his education 
and 


mastered his trade in Denmark, com- 
ing to America in 1897. For a great 
many years he hns been a resident of 
Milwaukee. 


In 1904 and 
again 
in 
1906, Mr. 


Brockhausen served as a member of 
the Wisconsin assembly, being one of 
the first Socialists sent to the legis- 
lature from Milwaukee.

On each also there will 
be an identification tag and a card giv- 
ing the soldier's rank, the organization 
to which he belonged and the circum- 
stance of his death. This information 
also will be forwarded to the record 
olfice where the records will contain 
the location and a picture of the grave 
for the benefit of relatives.

of all cemeteries to make sure, that

With a vote of 10 to 7, the city 


council at its meeting last night de- 
fea'ted a resolution by Alderman Lucas 
recommending 
the 
redistrieting 
of 


Madison by extending the limits of 
the wards near the heart of tho'cit.y. 


A petition from 600 property own- 


ers and voters in the East End ask- 
ing for the creation of an eleventh 
ward was presented early at the ses- 
sion and brought the matter before 
the councilman. 


Alderman Prien declared that it was 


an inopportune time for the creating 
o.f a new ward. "I believe that the 
city has wards enough," he said," and 
that the people o:f this section now 
petitioning have no complaint as far 
as the general patronage is concern- 
ed, because this council has treated 
them very fairly, as you can see, by 
consulting the records. 


"They feel they should have more 


representation. 
That 
territory 
is 


young, and top-heavy representation 
would be detrimental to the best- in- 
terests of the city." 


Alderman Elver spoke in favor of 


tho petition and 
declared 
that it 


should be granted. He said that the 
people on tho East side of the Ya- 
hara river had no complaint to make 
as far as their treatment by the city 
council was concerned, but that a 
new ward, or redistrieting would be a 
great boon to the voters at election 
time. 


Alderjnan Lucas added 
that 
the 


ward limits should be shoved out a 
little, and some proposition for re- 
districting presented 
to the council. 


The present limits \vork an injustice 
upon election officials who are requir- 
ed to tnke care of 600 to 800 voters in 
a single day. 


Alderman Johnson said'that in the 


sixth ward, the polls at the last elec- 
tion were held open for twenty min- 
utes in order 
to give the men a 


chance to vote.

FOR RAILROADS 


Head of Minnesota Board 
Charges Car System Have 


Newspapers' Ear 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Represen- 


tatives of state railway commissions 
were heard again today before the con- 


i-s-j'-1^'.! joint railroad committee and 


•ill joined in objecting to any system 
of regulation which did away with the 
state commissions. 


Chairman Ira B. Mills, of the Minne- 


sota commission, declared that state 
organisations being more closely 
in 


touch with local situations are 
more 


capable of doing justice. 


Mr. Mills declared the railroad 


seemed to 
have the ear of the 


newspapers, while Representative 
Sims of Tennessee, recently made 
chairman' of the house interstate 
commerce committee, flatly de- 
clared news sent out from Wash- 
ington wa» biased in favor of the 
railroads. 
"If you take the power away from 


i)2 state commission, the poor man ih 
'out," said Sims. 


Charles E. Elmquifit. formerly mem- 


ber of the Minnesota commission de- 
clared that if the government took 
over 
control of railrads as a war 


emergency and eliminated the 
local 


commissions, it would draw protests 
from the country. 


"If the government takes over the 


railroads," he said, "it should do so 
with the understanding that 
it 
will 


continue to act with the assistance and 
organizations 
of 
local 
and state 


boards." 


Mr. Elmqnist pointed out the trend

FRESH RECOGNITION 
FOR LIGHTNING RODS 


Standard Equipment Efficient 


in Saving Buildings, 


Says Expert 


(.From Philadelphia Public Ledger.) 


"When I build a house and a barn 


E am toing to put lightning rods on 
them," -ays R. S. Whiting, archite- 
tural engineering of the National Lum- 
ber Manufacturing Association, Mr. 
Whiting has just completed a compila- 
tion of the annual property loss in the 
United States, due to lighting, wlncli 
figures 
up 
approximately $8,000,000 


chiefly in the rural districts, in addi- 
tion to which an average of 1,500 per- 
sons are struck by lightning, one-third 
of whom are killed and many others 
permanently 
injured. 
Mr. 
Whiting 


further says: 


"Since Benjamin 
Franklin discov- 


ered tho identity between 
electricity 


and lifthlning, and conceived 
of 
the 


idea 
of 
the 
lightning rod through 


which to conduct lightning1 to 
the 


ground without causing damage to 
buildings over which 
the 
discharge 


was directed, there have been many 
discouraging 
incidents 
obstructing" 


the promotion of this yalunblii and 
necfssary device. Apathy on the part 
of many in the earlier days, towaul 
the use of the 
lightning rods 
was 


largely due to the belief of some that 
lightning was a 
divine 
instrument, 


sent for the punishment of sinners, 
and for this 
reason 
their 
use on 


churches was slow to be recognized 
until later, when they were admitted 
to be a necessary part of construction 
as a means of protection against fire. 


"As a resist of the operations of nu- 


merous fraudulent promoters through- 
out the country who engaged in un- 
fair practit ns as well as introducing 
rodding equipment unfit for service, 
considerable prejudice was aroused 
which might hnve been avoided had 
the equipment been properly installed. 
During recent years the practicability 
and usefulness of the lightning rod 
have been so often demonstrated by 
hoi.est dealers that it is now generally 
recog/iized as not only useful in sc- 
cuiing low insurance but also neces- 
sary in protecting buildings, especially 
those which are exposed or isolated. 


"Such evidence as is available, tak- 


ing the general run of lightning rods, 
indicates that they reduce the 
fire 


hazard from lightning by 80 to 90 pel- 
cent in tho case of houses and by 99 
per cent in the case of barns. If the 
equal a?id large number of unprotected 
barns and houses were struck, about 
four times as many barns as houses 
would be set on fire. Experience has 
shown thst rods 01 almost any kind, 
whether defective or not, give a great- 
er or less degree of protection, but to 
obtain the maximum degree of pro- 
tection standard equipments should be 
used. Besides, even though rods of 
almost any kind give some protection, 
it is very unwise to permit a defective 
rod to continue without repairs or al- 
terations. 


"Structures that have proved them- 


selves liable to fire by lightning are 
farm burns, icehouses, churches, ele- 
vators and oil tanks. Houses are also 
struck with as great 
frequency as 


other objects, but are not as liable to 
fire as barns and other buildings con- 
taining inflammable materials in large 
quantities.

for lightning are power plant chim- 
neys, water towers and flag poles."

Over $75,000,000 Deal 


in Two States 


RECLAIM FLOODED LAND 


J. Schubring and Prof. 
Daniel W. Mead Are in 


Big Project 


Under tho direction of two promi- 


nent business men of Madison, a $75,- 
000,000 project has been brought 
to 


fruition. 


Wi^h the announcement today that 


bonds of the Miami Conaerv.-,ncy Dis- 
trict of Ohio are on the market today, 
comes the information that this proj- 
ect has been put through with the ef- 
forts of Attorney E. J. B. Schubring of 
Madison, and Prof. Daniel W. Mead of 
the university. 


This big reclamation 
project 
was 


brought about as the result of tho dis- 
astrous floods which occurred on all 
theeimportant rivers of Indiana 
and 


Ohio in March, 1913. 


Soon after the flood, Prof. Mead of 


the hydraulic engineering department 
of the university was called in to aid 
in devising a plan which would pre- 
vent such disasters in the future. In 
the same connection 
Mr. Schubring 


was retained to lead in looking after 
tho legal end. of the project. 


The plan is'a very carefully worked 


out combination of reservoir 
control 


and channel improvement. The reser- 
voir control is to be accomplished by 
five retarding basins, as shown on the 
accompanying map, one above Piqua, 
four above Dayton, and all above Ham- 
ilton. These basins will -be formed by 
dams built across the Miami, Mad and 
Stillwater Rivers, and on Twin and 
Loramio Creeks. Each dam will have 
a permanent opening through its base 
through which tho ordinary flow of 
the river will pass unimpeded. 


During large floods the water which 


cannot pass through the outlot con- 
duits will be held back temporarily in 
the basins above the ciams. The con- 
duits are proportioned so that no more 
water can pass through them than can 
bo carried safely in the 
channels 


through the cities below. In this man- 
ner, the runoff of a flood like that of 
1913, which lasted two or three days, 
would be distributed over a period of 
about two weeks, and its height would 
be correspondingly reduced. 
Through 


the cities or villages of Piqua, Troy, 
Dayton, West Carrollton, Miamisburg, 
Middleton and Hamilton 
channel im- 


provements will be made to carry 
a 


flood flow, as regulated by the basins, 
forty per cent in excess of that 
of 


1913. These improvements will consist 
of widening and deepening channels, 
correcting 
sharp 
points, 
raising 


bridges, protecting sides and bottoms 
of channels with concrete at critical 
points, and building levees. 


William K. Vanderbilt, at Rome, has 


contributed $200,000 to the American 
Red Cross commission in Europe. The 
contribution was handed to Maj. <5. M. 
P. Murphy, head of the commission, 
after a,n examination of the work the 
commission is doing.

•When a distinguished British com- 


mission, including Jamesi Bryce, and 
other notable representatives, came to 
Madison some years ago, the visitors 
were conducted through the state cap- 
itol, the university and library build- 
ings and shown in detail the execu- 
tive, legislative and educational mach- 
inery of the state.' Then came dinners 
and drives around the lakes and the 
assiduous Madison hosts believed they 
had arrived at the end of tha city's 
distinctive attractions. They had noth- 
ing more to offer their dignified and 
scholarly gUests. 
But their visitors 


were hot yet satisfied. They reminded 
tfieir hosts that one feature interest- 
ing to their minds had been overlook- 
ed. They had heard that the Madison 
lakes were rich in prehistoric mounds, 
memorials of an earlier people; that 
southern Wisconsin had the great ma- 
jority of figure mounds of the country 
and Madison the "largest and moat di- 
stinctive ones. 
They wanted .to see 


them. They had looked upon the ruins 
of Egypt and Palestine; now they want- 
ed to see the oldest monuments ot 
America, the aboriginal remains of a 
vanished race. Accordingly they wore 
shown some of the larger and better 
preserved mounds on the shores of 


kes Mendota and Wingra, while lo- 


cal 
archeologis'U 
interpreted 
their 


significance and reconstructed the past 
in the light of latest theory. 


The casual vlsitbr to Nakoma and 


other suburbs in the westirn part of 
the city, as he contemplates the lovely 
new homes and modern conveniences 
all about him, is thus apt to forget the 
he is standing on ancient and interest- 
ing ground as regards human history 
and human interest. Lake Wingra, for 
instance, seems a peculiar possession 
of Nakoma. It la one of its distinctive 
features, lying with all its beauties in 
full view, a sourca of perpetual joy 
ni delight. Yet for ages its shores 


were the home of another race whose 
memorials still abound on every hand. 


Borne years ago the Wisconsin Areh- 


eological society, through its Secretary, 
Charles E. Brown, now a resident of 
Nakoma; issued a bulletin on the In- 
dian mounds about Lake Wingra. From 
this bulletin it in learned that a total 
of 148 mounds have-been found about 
tho shores of this little lake. 
Of 


those 60 were conical or burial mounds, 
54 linear and 
84 effigy 
mounds. A 


number of these have b*en marked by 
appropriate tablets. , 


"It may be truthfully stated," says 


the bulletin, "that no other lake of its 
size, in Wisconsin originally has upon 
its nhorea a larger number of Indian 
earthmarks than has Lake Wingra. It 
is not to be supposed that this large 
number of mounds were erected in any 
single century. They, undoubtedly, re- 
present the toil of several centuries at 
least and of the patient labor of many 
generations of red.men, as well as prob- 
ably of villages of tribesmen which 
succeeded one another In the occupa- 
tion of these sites. The presence of 
several types of efflgies in some of the 
mound groups njny be explained in sev- 
eral ways: 
They may represent the 


totems of the Indian clans represented 
at the time of their construction in 
the adjoining villages, or those of the 
clans which successively occupiec'l this 
site at different periods." 


It Is in appreciation of these facts, 


that the Madison Realty Company has 
bestowed upon the streets of Nakoma 
distinctive Indian named. The nomen- 
clature Is thus of pure American orig- 
in. It fixes, attention by its own strik- 
ing nature and harks back to and pre- 
serves the traditions of the past. 


For many years Laka Wingra was a 


sort of lake of mystery to the people 
of Madison and the surrounding coun- 
try. 
The city had not yet grown to 


its shores, and lying outside of the

chain of lakes, as it were, it reeeived 
little attentions save from hunters and 
occasional nature lovers. 
Hedged in 


on several sides by swamps, it was dif- 
ficult of approach and was even believ- 
ed to have had no visible outlet; hence 
the name "Dead Lake", which so long 
clung on it. The heavy woods on its 
southern shores and its deep dark wat- 
ers added to its sombreness. Sinister 
legends became associated with it and 
were incorporated into poems by early 
day university rhymers. In the mea,n- 
time fish and-., game thrived in and 
about it and wild fowl and birds found 
it a most secure retreat. 
The Lake 


Wingra of old could not remain so for- 
ever, but its old-time beauty and charm 
remain and have been made more acces- 
sible. 
May the 
grassy monuments 


about It lohg be preserved, so that 
when the city shall have encircled its 
shores and new history and legend 
have sprung up the lessons and bene- 
dictions from the old may not be whol- 
ly forgotten.—Adv.

in two other far-distant spiral nebulae, 
and then within a fow months dimmed 
their fires until they could no longer 
be detected by the most po-weiful ttlo- 
•copes—have been discovered by Heber 
D. Curtis of the Lick observatory ,pf 
th<. Uni-arsity of California 
He be^ 


Heve^ that it i< perhaps twenty nil- 
lion years since these catastrophes oc 
ourred, but so %astly d'stant are the 
two spiral nebulae that only now has 
the lirht sent 
forth 
completed its 


journey through space 


The special importance of the dis- 


covery is the evidence given in sup- 
port of the bel'ef that each of the 


spiral nebulae outside the Milky Way 
is In itself an enormous universe of 
stars, comparable in vastness to the 
Milky Way, in which we dwell. That 
the Miljty Way itself is a vast spiral 
nobulae is an opinion -which is find- 
ing increased auppoit among astro- 
nomers. 


Especially significant IB the fact that 


tho three stars just discovered are in 
spiral nebulae and not in our own uni- 
verse 
Astionomer Curtis'j discovery 


doubles the number of new stars dis- 
co\ered in spiralr.ebulao, 
since only 


three had preMously been lecordecl, al- 
though twenty-six new stars ha\e been 
recorded in oui own galaxy. 


No human eve has seen the three 


stars—they were found by Dr. Curtis 
on stellar photographs

There are editors who put the edi- 


torial page on a pedestal, view it with 
awe and veneration, worship it with 
the fine frenzy of a howling Dervish. 
I am not one of them. 
There ai-e edi- 


torsawho think an issue without, an ed- 
itorial page, solving the riddles of the 
universe or full of advice for all class- 
es and conditions, as shocking as at- 
tending divine worship' garbed in a 
yellow-striped bathing suit. 
I am not 


of that variety. 
Occasional elimina- 


tion of the editorial page does not ruf- 
fle my soul'a serenity with any spasm 
of regret, nor does the title of editor 
cause me to swell with pompous con- 
ceit. 


Far be it from me to attempt an 


analysis of the metropolitan editorial 
page with its multitudinous features 
—its weeping heart throbs, its sale bill 
type, its other exti'avaganzas. 
This 


monstrosity 'of the new newspaper age 
lies beyond my field of activity. 
It is 


tho country paper editorial page to 
which your attention shall in the main 
be directed. 
To estimate it justly and 


value it correctly I shall view it from 
Uvo angles—the Object and the Qual- 
ity. 


'Object includes such aims as—-circu- 


lation 
building; advertising expan- 


sion; starting town riots; gaining po- 
litical power; saving the country; re- 
ducing the notes the local banker 
holds; moulding public opinion; get- 
ting a reputation as a brilliant para- 
grapher, a profound thinker or a blat- 
ant ass; tickling one's own vanity; 
building a new parly; continuing in 
business at peace with your neighbors 
or enjoying a coat of tar and feathers 
astride a sharp-angled rail, and sim- 
il.ir journalistic ambition's marks. 


Quality includes such pen products 


as—spicy paragraphs; mushy spasm •• 
gorgeous flowery pluckings from the 
soul's conservatory; 
inane, column- 


length wastes of four-syllable words; 
front page double-leaded rifle sho.ts; 
non credited scissored collections of 
others' snappy brain exertions; vigor- 
ous pleas for a hotter community, 
higher ideals, and sweeter smelling 
politics; tourageous denunciation of 
graft and fraud, whatever heads are 
hit; 
entertaining bits of philosophy; 


grouchy, dyapopxic scoldings; racy, off- 
color, hors'jcollar wit, and other of the 
varied fillings of the editorial page. 


As the object and the quality vary, 


the editorial page varies from a mi- 
croscopic value, that makes a jitney 
look like a bushel of diamonds, to an 
amount that cannot be measured in 
the sordid com of the realm. 


If long lists of subscribers and fat 


advertising contracts—^n brief, if the 
making of money is the chief end of 
the newspaper game, and it is a very 
necessary thing, there is no feature of 
a paper of less importance or as posi- 
tive a handicap, as the -editorial page. 
This is, I know, wild-eyed, blood-curd- 
ling treason to a certain bpecies of 
tho editorial genus. 
There are still 


wooden-headed editors who imagine 
the community waits breathlessly for 
vdint they have to say on the tariff 
questions or the future of the repub- 
lic—else they wouldn't clulter up so 
much valuable space with wordy rub- 
bish. 
It is cruel to pin-prick such 


illusions, but candor compels me to 
say that lofty thoughts and rhetorical 
vaporings are of less real value as 
bxisiness getters than the humble men- 
tion of Mrs. Jones bringing eggn to 
town, or the rustic 
correspondent's 


item about Farmer Smith shingling his 
barn. 
If but half the energy and time 


used in writing editorials that nobody 
reads, or that cause people to go to 
sleep trying to read them, were util- 
ized in running down news item<! and 
getting a toe-hold on paid locals and 
display ads, there woxild be no talk 
about the poor editor, nor would there 
be patches on his pants or liver on his 
table. 


The blunt, humiliating tvuth in, even 


if you write readable paragraphs and 
clasiiic prose, which is quoted far and 
wide, the average subscriber to the 
Old Home Paper rarely reads it, al- 
though he reads everything else, in- 
cluding the fine print in the ads. Did- 
n't you ever write a literary pearl of 
great price and keep your ears prick- 
ed up for flattering comment, and then 
never heard n hand-clap? Haven't you 
ever written a burning stinging edi- 
torial, you wore confident would shake 
the Old Home Town, and then never 


r.rd » peep or never, saw a bristle 


rise? 
Somehow, Mr. Average Reader 


slues from the.«c cherished children of 
the brain a« Raatus, on a moonlight 
nig-ht, dodges "the silent, white senti- 
nels of the village burying ground. 
You call this piffle' 
Well, when you 


get home, sit odwn and write one of 
your best. 
Then, after the paper is 


off the press and has had time to find 
its way to the pantry shelf, go out and 
mingle with the horny-handed sons of 
toil, tally sheet in hand. 
For every 


valued subscriber who read your gem 
of purest ray serene, you will find ten 
who didn't, but who did read the ob-

You don't believe this? A 


great city paper endorses it every 
tirno an editorial appears on its front 
page. 
By that act, it says, "You're to 


l>c forced to read this"—-and then two- 
thirds of the readers, having been 
caught 01 ce unawares, skip it. 
Half 


the editors of the United States ad- 
mit the same thing when they double- 
load their editorials or start them with 
24-point initial letters, or use other 
circus features to attract the eye of 
the render. 
Back in Kansas, one tdi- 


or even puts a poem at the head of 
Ins excellent paragraphs as bait. 


The truth I am trying to emphasize 


is this: 
The average subscriber—the 


dnd-hearted, generous 
citizen 
who 


fnruaihes many of the sheckles with 
which you pay the hired help, settle 
the paper bills and keep supplied with 
cheap cigars—does not take the local 
"rag" for it-? editorial splendor—rath- 
er takes it in apite of it. 
There are 


numerous instances, as you can all tes- 
tify from painful experience, where 
Subscribers have been lost because of 
editorials, but subscribers who plank 
down hard cash because of their ex- 
cellence—well, they are no more nu- 
merous than real statesmen in a leg- 
islature. 


Take an extreme case. 
William Al- 


len White's Emporia (Kau.) Gazette is 
probably the ablest edited country pa- 
per in the United States. 
There are 


few, If any, stronger editorial teams 
than Mr. White and Uncle Walt Ma- 
son. 
Surely, you say, the editorial 


writings o f these celebrities are a 
great business asset to the Gazette. 
Possibly this case is an exception. 
Certainly, it is, if there is any country 
editorial page which helps vitally in 
making a newspaper pay—and remem- 
ber we are viewing this problem now 
from ,the inonev angle. 
I would not 


foolishly intinmte that their writings 
are not genera'ly read by the home 
folks. 
You can't hide genius even in 


an 
editorial 
column—yet 
I 
would 


wager that there are three w^omen who 
absorb the salad fork gossip in tho 
Gazette's society columns, where one 
reads the editorials. 


This is not wild exaggeration. 
A 


prosperous Kansas daily's experience, 
which has never carried an editorial 
line, proves i.t I can cite you a small- 
town Kansas editor, too, who wouldn't 
know an editorial were it labeled, 
whose^bank account would make many 
of you envious. 
It is questionable if 


the finest writing is a good recipe for 
a fat newspaper till. 
It is sad but 


true, the city editor, the cub reporter, 
the society reporter, the ad solicitor, 
the circulation man, and Bill .Tones, the 
valued contributor at 
Whippoorwill 


Center, are all of more cash benefit in 
making u newspaper a financial suc- 
cess than the brilliant genius who tells 
how the country ought to be run, 
paints scenic word pictures, waxes elo- 
quent over the beauties of commission 
government and writes heavy tariff 
editorials. 


If a town riot is the object, you can 


start it'editoriolly, but you can do a 
more artistic job with a two-line local 
about the leading banker beating; his 
wife. 
If you desire political power or 


ihe county printing, a flowery bouquet 
for a United States senator or a hay- 
seed commissioner, plainly blue pencil- 
ed and mailed, has been known to se- 
cure results, but even here other meth- 
ods are more effective. 
If it is sav- 


ing the country or moulding1 public 
opinion—the metropolitan papers have 
taught the country edtiors that the 
Greeley idea measured with the head- 
line and colored news method is like 
the flail that grandfather swung com- 
pared to the 1915 harvester model; for 
the festive headline and the doctored 
news story, be it known, dearly be- 
loved, influence their tens of thousands 
where the editorial converts its one. 
If it 13 getting a reputation as a writ- 
er or an ass, the editorial page will do 
either, although the latter species sel- 
dom discovers what he so eloquently 
makes plain to the world. 
If it ii 


starting a new party, neither can that 
be done even with the assistance of the 
Perkins* checkbook. If it is peaceful 
relations with the town folks, you can 
achieve it most of the time, if you are 
a diplomat. 
If it is a ride on a rail, 


you had better wear sheet-iron trous- 
ers. 


The editorial page is not without its 


good points. 
It ia useful—it gives a 


newspaper man an excuse to be called 
by the nigh sounding title of editor. 
If you think this is a small matter, 
you have not met some of the inflated 
destiny-shapers who have been pro- 
jected within my range of vision. The 
editorial page allaws dyspeptic things 
to be worked out of one's system 
which "Citizen" and "Pro Bono Pub- 
lico" can only unload occasionally in 
tin obscure "People's Forum," or on the 
street corner. 
It helps fill space when 


both news and advertising are scarce 
and the boiler plate supply is exhaust- 
ed. It permits "chewing the rag" with 
the skillet-headed opposition, the most 
unprofitable occupation, by the way, in 
which an editor can engage; an his- 
toric custom, it is pleasing to note, 
rapidly going out of style. 
It will 


also givi; a clever writer a reputation 
among the exchanges, but seeing your 
bright sayings and name in other pa- 
pers and being railed a briHiant para- 
grivpher by kind friends do-esnt add a 
dollar io the Old Home Paper's reve- 
nue, and it has been known to cause 
some editors to wear larger hats. Of 
course, if you wantto run for con- 
gress or governor, that is another 
matter. 


But, seriously, an editorial page of 


the right quality is an important and 
necessary asset to a newspaper. 
It is 


the vital spark that gives it character, 
the factor that gives it increasing and 
lasting influence, that makes it a pow- 
er for g-ood or evil in a community. 
Newspaper work is not a more matter 
of money-making, not a mere process 
of scattering news. 
It would be a 


cheap, commonplace business were that 
its only missiion. 
The newspaper man 


who sees nothing finer than this in the 
newspaper game has missed his call- 
ing, and his talents were better devot- 
ed to dusting: prunes or trying for the 
horseshoe pitching championship. 


It is true the editorial page is the 


least read part of the paper. 
The 


saving feature of this, however, is thnt 
those who do read it are the thinkers 
of the community. If you can stimu- 
late them to higher 'standards of ac- 
tion, a clearer sense of duty, a keaner 
appreciation of the things worth while, 
you so affect the community as a 
whole. 
The thinker is the soul of the 


community life. 


It is true that this is a headline age, 


that now public opinion is being moved 
and swayed chiefly by black headlines 
and distorted and suppressed news, 
and that the editorial column, espe- 
cially in the metropolitan press, is> los- 
ing its force and potency. 
Still this 


does not make it true that such con- 
ditions are ideal conditions, and that 
the country press, the bulwark of 
newspaper idealism, should not strive 
against them. 
It should father fight 


hard to maintain the old standards of 
the days of rugged honesty of thought. 
The way to achieve this is to print 
honest headlines, clean, 
wholesome, 


undistorted news, to eliminate from 
the news columns the hidden editorial, 
cunningly inserted for the unwary, 
and with all the argument and wit and 
satire and rhetoric at one's command 
to fill the editorial column with frank, 
honest opinions, vigorous protests as 
the times makes neceBsnry, and inspir- 
ing appeals for better living and clear- 
er thinking..

An editorial column filled with long- 


winded, tiresome spasms is not the 
right kind. 
About once a century an 


occasion arisen that calls for a col- 
umn 
editorial. 
Nothing since 
the 


flood, however, has justified the writ- 
ing of one two columns long. In other 
words, speak your sentiments honest- 
ly, frankly and emphatically, but boil 
'em down, boil 'em down. 
The more 


you boil 'em down the more likely they 
are to be read, and unless editorials 
are read, they will do no more good 
than the oasis in the desert the weary 
traveler dying of thirst fails to find. 
So double-lead your editorials, head 
them with poetry, print them in large 
type, run them on the front page, run 
them sideways, criss-cross, or up-aide- 
down, award every one a prize who 
can prove he reads them, do anything 
that will give people an editorial ap- 
petite—and don't overlook that leaving 
out long words and tiresome sermon- 
ettes, putting in flashes of humor, hu- 
m&n interest sketches, keen of humor, 
human interest sketches, keen bitn of 
homenpun philosophy, and the like, are 
a» good magnets as big type and po- 
sition. 


An editorial page that is read may 


do harm as easily as it docs good. 
It 


can lower standards as easily as it can 
raise them—much easier. 
It can pol- 


lute minds more easily than it can in- 
spire them. 
The editor who makes his 


editorial page a sewer for hired-hand 
smut, poolroom filth, the sordid wit of 
the underworld, is more of a menace 
to the community than a smallpox 
scourge and a more undesirable citi- 
zen than a bootlegger. 
Nor in there 


any value in an editorial page that has 
an automatic connection with the busi- 
ness office or commercialized politics. 
On the other hand, it is not the busi- 
ness of an editorial page to take upon 
itself the righting of every communi- 
ty wrong, the championing of every 
right but unpopular issue, the batting 
of every head that needs to be hit, so 
that it drives the plant into the hands 
of a receiver and the editor into the 
poorhouiic. 


Undiplomatic frenzy to hasten the 


millennium !» just as foolish as truck- 


ling to evil is cowardly. 
It is a» much 


a reli/fioua duty for the editor to 
clothe his wife and children aa it is 
for him to expose every liar and hyp- 
ocrite on the townsite. Let the preach- 
ers, the church members, the Salvation 
Army, the W. C. T. U., the club women, 
the town patriots, all, have their share 
in the great work of the world's re- 
demption. 
Do not misunderstand me. 


There are times when editors to do 
duty and maintain their self-respect 
should hit heads, and when they hit 
them they should not use feathers. 
There are times when unpopular is- 
sues should be endorsed. 
Endorse 


them courageously. 
There are wrongs 


that newspapers must right, no matter 
how much it cuts the business office 
receipts. 
Don*t stop when the job 


is half done. 
But in all this—use 


common sense, remembering that a live 
paper that prints wholesome news, 
preaches good cheer and good citizen- 
ship, is of more lasting use and bene- 
fit to a community than a long-nosed, 
fussy one that tries so hard to reform 
the world it winds up unable to pay 
its bills. 


A newspancr man who i uns to seed 


editorialjy fuid runs to boiler plate in 
his news columns is merely a fool, and 
there is a tendency in that direction 
with too many papers, where the edi- 
torial page is nearest the Meal. 
Ihe 


editor who fails to give credit where 
credit is due is a thief. 
It is as ranch 


grand larceny to ateal tbe product of 
another's brain as to steel his mule or 
his wife, and an editorial pige run by 
a thief will never bring lh« top mar- 
ket price. It takes hard work to write 
worthwhile editorials. 
Turn out a 


finished product—the best in you—or 
write nothing. 
The newspaper world 


is surfeited with editors whose writ- 
ings remind one of the s^enly attire 
of a kitchen drudge. 
There is no easy 


road to editorial writing. 
It requires 


tine, care, application and concentra- 
tiin as well as ability, and if you are 
too indolent to make the necessary ef- 
fort, don't 
spoil white paper with 


wordy slush. 


But, after all io said and done, don't 


be foolisu enough to crowd out a good 
story, or even the Goose Neck Driblets,

BEHIND THE BRITISH LINES IN 


FRANCE (Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press).—Stories of daring es- 
capades of British aviators, exciting 
aerial combats 
from, which tho air 


fighters escaped alive seemingly only 
by miracle and of 'brilliantly executed 
raids upon German aerodromes and 
troops behind the German lines are 
narrated in the reports of the Royal 
Flying Corps covering the activities 
of above one week. -Hair-raising inci- 
dents of fierce conflicts 
above the 


clouds or low over the German com- 
munication lines are described in those 
succinct reports without bombast, as 
though these 
narrow escapes from 


death were commonplace and all in 
the day's work of the air-fighter. 


For example, there was the cas,e of 


a British aviation officer who, when 
nearly a mile above the earth, was at 
tacked by two enemy aircraft. 
He 


shot down one of them out of con- 
trol, but was himself wounded anc 
fainted while still high in the air 
Recovering consciousness he found his 
machine upside down at an elevation 
of 4,000 feet with one enemy aircraft 
still 
firing 
at him. . The Britisher 


however, managed after a struggle to 
right his machine and land safely. 


In a somewhat similar instance, a 


German scout attacked a British air- 
plane carrying a pilot and observer 
One of the German's bullets passed 
through the gasoline tank of the Brit- 
ish airplane nnd seriously wounded the 
pilot. 
The British observer, however, 


pumped a full double drum of bullets 
at the enemy scout at very close quar- 
ters and the German went 
to the 


ground with a crash. 


British Pilot Paints. 


Meanwhile the 
British pilot had 


fainted and fallen against the steering 
stick" in such a fashion as to throw 
the airplane into a spin. 
The Brit- 


ish observer climbed over the side and 
forward along the plant to the pilot's 
cockpit, lifted the pilot to his seat and, 
still standing on tho wing of the plane, 
released the steerinfj gear, brought 
.he machine out of the spin and safrjly 
to tho ;;round. 


Two British officers were returning 


from an expedition over the enemy's 
lines to loca e hostile batteries when 
their machine was hit by anti-aircraft 
tiro and the engine damaged. 
Vol- 


planing, the machine landed 300 yards 
from the British lines, the airplane 
turned over and 
the 
aviators were 


hurled out on the German side of a 
can.al. 
Running along the beach un- 


der heavy fire from rifles and machine- 
guns, the avial 
• dived into the canal 


only to find it x .1 of barbed wire, but 
managed to reach the British Jines i:i 
snfcty. 


Many instances illustrating the reck- 


less during of the British aviators 
sent over the German lines to obtain 
information, destroy aerodromes, and 
harry the German reserves are con- 
tained in the official narratives. 
One 


pilot who crossed the lines nt Ypres, 
threw off 
two 
attacking machines, 


bombed the 
Houle aerodrome 
near 


Lille and was fired upon by two ma- 
chine-guns. 
He dived at one of them, 


firing with both guns of the British 
airplane, drove 
the 
Germans from 


their guns, fired upon the aerodrome 
again, attacked and scattered a col- 
umn of 200 German infantry on tho 
road.
